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FORTY  SIX  BNP  election 
workers  from  Burnley  and 
Padiham  delivered  19,000 
leaflets  on  Sunday  30th 
January,  across  seven  wards 
in  the  constituency,  as  the 
local  British  National  Party 
launched  their  campaign  for 
the  General  Election. 

“We  wanted  to  make  a  bit  of  an 
impact  on  this  first  day  of  official 
campaigning  so  a  widespread 
leaflet  drop  seemed  as  good  a 
way  as  any,”  Burnley  organiser, 
David  Shapcott,  told  Freedom. 
“Our  activists  said  they  received 
an  excellent  response  with  people 
asking  for  membership  forms  and 
more  information  about  the  BNP. 
Everyone  reported  voters  saying 
they  were  sick  of  the  old  parties 
who  all  have  the  same  agenda, 


and  that  it  is  time  for  a  change.” 
This  desire  for  political  change 
has  been  confirmed  by  Len  Starr, 
the  BNP’s  prospective  parlia¬ 
mentary  candidate  for  Burnley.

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Brits  flee 
the  cities 

TENS  of  thousands  of  British 
families  are  voting  with  their 
feet  and  leaving  the  inner-cities  to 
escape  the  multi-racial  lifestyle. 

In  London,  600,000  more  people 
left  the  capital  for  the  regions 
between  1993-2002  than  arrived 
from  elsewhere  in  Britain  and  over 
the  last  ten  years  8%  of  the  city’s 
white  population  has  moved  out 
as  immigrants  have  flooded  in. 
The  figures  from  immigration 
think-tank,  Migrationwatch,  are 
the  clearest  indication  yet  that  the 
multi-racial  experiment  started  in 
the  1960’s  is  floundering  badly 
as  Britons  and  immigrants  consol¬ 
idate  into  parallel  societies  with 
both  prefering  to  live  amongst 
their  own  kind. 


CHECKS  for  illegal  immigrants 
using  the  London  Underground 
have  been  halted  in  case  they  upset 
ethnic  minority  passengers. 

Under  new  rules,  now  only  people 
suspected  of  being  fare  dodgers,  drug 
dealers  or  other  lawbreakers  may 
be  quizzed  on  the  tube  as  to  their 
immigration  status. 

A  London  Underground  spokesman 
said:  “We  have  established  a  protocol 
whereby  no  law-abiding  passengers 
will  be  stopped.” 

But  a  source  within  the  British 
Transport  Police  said  it  wasn’t 
possible  to  ascertain  who  was  abiding 
by  the  law  without  asking  questions 
and  this  was  especially  the  case  when 
looking  for  illegal  immigrants.

THE  new  Home  Secretary, 
Charles  Clarke,  hasn’t  wasted 
any  time  in  setting  out  his  stall  as  to 
what  he  wants  to  see  for  Britain’s 
ethnic  minorities  -  “more  action 
and  less  rhetoric”. 

In  his  first  major  policy  initiative 
from  the  Home  Office,  Clarke  warned 
there  was  still  much  more  the 
Government  should  be  doing  for 
Britain’s  immigrant  population. 

“This  strategy  is  not  about  putting 
all  people  from  minority  ethnic 
communities  in  one  category  .  . 
.  it  is  about  getting  much  better 
at  identifying  and  responding  to 
the  specific  needs  of  different 
communities,  in  education,  health, 
employment,  housing  and  security. 
“For  example,  we  are  focusing 
educational  support  on  those  in 
greatest  need  and  developing  health 
services  which  better  meet  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  different  communities.” 
For  those  despondent  Britons,  already

unhappy  at  the  preferential  teatment 
being  dished  out  to  newcomers  arriving 
in  this  country,  the  fact  that  Charles 
Clarke  has  used  his  first  major  address 
as  Home  Secretary  to  pledge  even 


more  special  treatment  for  the  ethnic 
minorities  is  a  major  blow. 

“This  is  just  another  indication  of 
how  far  Labour  have  drifted  from 
their  roots,”  was  Simon  Darby’s 
verdict  on  the  Home  Secretary’s 
pronouncement.  The  BNP  candidate 
for  Dudley  North  said  his  constituents 
saw  new  initiatives  almost  every  day 
to  improve  the  lot  of  the  ethnic 
minorities,  while  nothing  is  done  for 
the  majority  population. 

“British  families  who  have  loyally 
worked  for  and  served  this  country  for 
generations  are  being  ignored.  This  is 
not  right.

Deported

JAMAICAN  drug  dealers  are 
returning  to  Britain  after  being 
deported  because  of  our  lax 
controls  at  our  ports  and  airports. 

Steve  Pilkington,  a  police  officer 
for  32  years  and  retiring  Avon  and 
Somerset  Chief  Constable,  said  that 
violent,  dangerous  criminals  are  just 
walking  through  our  borders  and 
destroying  young  lives  with  their 
crack  and  cocaine. 

He  was  speaking  about  the  rise  in  violent 
crimes,  including  shootings,  in  parts  of 
Bristol,  but  similar  violence,  linked 
to  the  crack  cocaine  trade  involving 
both  Jamaican  and  British-bom  Yardie 
gangsters,  has  been  seen  in  London, 
Birmingham,  Manchester,  Nottingham 
and  other  cities.

Of  the  9,000  foreign  nationals  in  jails 
in  England  and  Wales  at  the  end 
of  last  year,  about  2,000  were  from 
Jamaica. 

The  Home  Office  deports  criminals 
to  Jamaica  when  their  sentences  have 
been  served,  but  many  return  immedi¬ 
ately  using  false  documents  to  get 
back  into  Britain.

But  now  the  true  figures  have  leaked 
out  -  133,000  work  permit  applica¬ 
tions,  with  the  vast  majority  of 
these  applicants  already  in  Britain 
by  using  the  worker  registration 
scheme  to  legitimise  their  status. 
“Our  figures  weren’t  plucked  out  of 
the  sky,  they  were  based  on  quite 
detailed  information  we  received,”  said 
Freedom  editor,  Martin  Wingfield. 

“In  February  we  were  told  of  a  huge 
coach  hiring  operation  taking  place  in 
London  to  bring  people  from  Poland 
to  the  capital.  More  than  600  coaches 
was  the  number  we  were  quoted, 
and  presuming  these  were  65  seaters, 
that’s  39,000  people  from  just  one  of 
the  eight  new  countries. 

“This  made  our  estimate  of  100,000 
rather  a  conservative  one  which  it 
has  proved  to  be.  Far  from  trying  to 
create  a  climate  of  fear  or  scaremon- 
gering,  the  British  National  Party  was 


just  alerting  the  general  public  as  to 
what  was  actually  happening.” 

And  proof  on  the  ground  of  this 
massive  Eastern  European  invasion 
of  Britain  came  just  weeks  later. 
Martin  Wingfield  again: 

“Before  the  end  of  May,  the  BNP 
feedback  box  on  our  website  was 
getting  desperate  messages  left  by 
builders  and  tradesmen  in  London 
worried  about  cut-price  competition 
from  Eastern  European  gangs.

Now  labour  betrays 
British  shipbuilding 


THEY’VE  been  building  ships 
at  Fergusons  for  over  100  years 
but  now,  thanks  to  New  Labour, 
this  fine  tradition  is  under  threat. 

Fergusons  is  the  last  independent 
shipyard  on  the  Clyde  and  has  built  up 
a  reputation  for  manufacturing  small 
vessels  with  sophisticated  engineering 
needs  such  as  tugs,  oil-industry  supply 
ships,  anchor  handlers,  ferries  and  a 
variety  of  specialist  vessels  including 
fisheries  research  ships. 

Ferguson  Shipbuilders  is  an  example 
of  British  shipbuilding  at  its  best 
and  a  great  advertisement  for  the 
expertise  of  our  country’s  home 
grown  workforce  in  the  industry.  But 
the  Government  is  betraying  the  yard 
and  its  300-strong  skilled  workforce 
by  placing  orders  for  British  ships 
with  shipyards  in  Poland. 

Fergusons  say  it  is  unlikely  to  win 
the  contracts  because  of  “hidden 
subsidies”  and  substantially  cheaper 
labour  in  countries  such  as  Poland

In  the  last  six  months  alone,  over 
£80million  worth  of  government 
contract  orders  have  been  placed  with 
Polish  shipyards  and  now  another 
£30million  of  orders  to  build  two  new 


fisheries  research  vessels  look  set  to 
go  the  same  way. 

This  will  mean  the  end  of  Ferguson 
Shipbuilders,  which  of  the  three 
shipbuilders  left  on  the  Clyde  is  the 
only  one  in  Scottish  hands.  The  others 
-  the  former  Y arrow  yard  at  Scotstoun 
and  the  old  Fairfield  yard  at  Go  van  - 
are  owned  by  BAE  Systems. 

British  shipbuilders  should  not  be 
forced  to  compete  with  countries  like 
Poland,  where  workers  are  paid  just 
£1.50  an  hour  and  the  shipyards  are 
given  state  subsidies. 

No  other  country  in  Europe  gives 
overseas  companies  government 
contracts.  In  France,  Germany  and 
Holland  all  government  contracts  are 
kept  in-house.  But  in  Britain,  Tony 
Blair  puts  price  first  so  Poland,  with 
its  cheap  labour,  will  always  win. 

Of  all  our  political  parties,  only 
the  BNP  believes  that  British  ships 
should  be  built  in  British  shipyards 
by  British  workers.

REFUGEES  living  in  Bolton  are 
to  be  helped  to  integrate  by 
being  taught  English,  how  to  use 
the  internet,  taken  to  museums  and 
even  to  watch  a  football  match. 
Specially  appointed  advisors  will 
guide  refugees  through  their  early 
months  in  the  town  after  receiving 
training.  The  advisors  will  select 
suitable  refugees  and  will  receive 
support  and  expenses  for  the  duration 
of  their  mentoring  relationship. 
Meanwhile  there’s  no  ‘mentoring’  for 
the  sixty- six  elderly  residents  turfed 
out  onto  the  streets  because  FIVE 
residential  homes  in  Bolton  were 
forced  to  close  in  just  the  last  twelve 
months. 

Families  blame  Bolton  Social 
Services  for  the  closures,  citing  the 
allowances  paid  by  the  council  to 
those  caring  for  the  elderly  as  “far 
too  low”  for  the  residential  homes 
to  remain  open. 


‘Asylum’  hotel  closes 

SITTINGBOURNE’S  Coniston 
Hotel,  which  hit  the  national 
headlines  in  January  2003  over 
plans  to  convert  it  into  an  induction 
centre  for  asylum  seekers,  has 
finally  closed. 

Local  residents  managed  to  get  the 
Government  scheme  overturned  after 
their  campaign  took  them  to  10 
Downing  Street  with  a  petition 
containing  thousands  of  signatures. 

A  property  company  had  bought  the 
hotel  to  exploit  the  asylum  issue  but 
once  opposition  scuppered  the  plan  it 
allowed  the  hotel  to  fall  into  neglect. 
The  Coniston,  which  used  to  be 
the  town’s  favourite  wedding  venue, 
now  faces  demolition  as  it  is  on  a 
prime  site  for  redevelopment. 


Asylum  hikes  council  tax 

COUNCIL  taxpayers  in  Kent 
face  a  hefty  hike  in  their 
payments  in  order  to  pay  for  the 
cost  of  looking  after  young  asylum 
seekers  in  the  county,  and  all 
because  the  Government  hasn’t 
reinbursed  Kent  County  Council’s 
asylum  bill  for  the  last  three  years. 
The  Home  office  owes  the  council 
£14.8  million  after  it  was  faced  with 
a  much  higher  bill  for  looking  after 
unaccompanied  minors  (child  asylum 
seekers)  than  anticipated. 

Now,  in  addition,  initial  costs  of 
supporting  asylum  seekers  as  they  arrive 
at  the  ports  of  Dover  and  Folkestone 
are  still  to  falling  to  the  local  authority, 
even  though  all  are  later  dispersed  to 
other  parts  of  the  country.

NOTHER  once  proud  British 
industry  bit  the  dust  last  month 
when  the  last  major  British  bone 
china  manufacturer  in  the  Potteries 
announced  it  was  being  taken  over 
by  a  foreign  firm. 

Royal  Doulton,  of  Stoke-on-Trent, 
founded  in  1815,  is  now  being  sold 
off  to  Waterford  Wedgwood,  based 
in  the  Irish  Republic  -  another  victim 
of  the  cheap  Far  Eastern  imports  that 
have  flooded  into  this  country  over 
the  last  thirty  years. 

The  foreign  takeover  comes  too  late 
to  save  Royal  Doulton’ s  factory  in  Nile 
Street,  Stoke,  now  in  the  process  of 
closing  and  putting  500  British  workers 
on  the  dole.  It  couldn’t  save  the  jobs 
lost  in  the  town  when  Royal  Doulton 
relocated  much  of  its  production  to  the 
Far  East  in  order  to  take  advantage  of 
cheap  sweatshop  labour. 

The  new  Irish  bosses  say  they  hope 
they  will  be  able  to  keep  a  bit  of 
production  in  the  area  of  England  to 
which  the  pottery  industry  gave  its 
name  200  years  ago. 

The  other  proud  Potteries  firm, 
Wedgwood,  had  already  fallen  to 
foreign  ownership  in  1986.  After  250 
years  as  one  of  the  great  names  of 
British  craftsmanship,  it  was  taken 
over  by  the  Irish  Waterford 
glassworks,  forming  the  Waterford 


Wedgwood  combine  that  has  now 
devoured  Doultons. 

Even  with  Royal  Doulton,  the  Irish 
pottery  and  glassware  combine  is 
fighting  for  its  life  in  a  sea  of  cheap 
Chinese  china  and  other  Third  World 
ceramic  and  glass  imports.  Imports 
which  have  steadily  been  gobbling 
up  an  ever  bigger  share  of  the  vital 


British  home  market. 

Royal  Doulton  made  the  dinner 
services  that  went  down  with  the 
Titanic.  Now  it  is  going  the  same 
way,  along  with  the  rest  of  British 
industry.  Holed  beneath  the 
waterline  by  the  iceberg  of  ‘Free 
Trade’,  and  sinking  in  a  sea  of 
cheap  foreign  imports. 


Dismay  over  Howard 
gaffe  on  Muslim  values 


MICHAEL  Howard  appears  to 
have  alienated  many  women 
voters  after  claiming  his  values 
were  the  same  as  Muslim  values. 


In  a  speech  to  the  Conservative 
Muslim  Forum,  the  Tory  leader  said: 


NOT  OUR  WAY:  There  are  concerns 
over  the  rights  of  Muslim  women. 


“There  are  many  natural  ties,  of 
friendship,  common  outlook  and 
shared  values  that  unite  the  Muslim 
community  and  the  Conservative 
Party.” 

But  under  Sharia  Law,  Muslim  men 
are  allowed  to  have  up  to  four  wives, 
those  wives  have  no  individual  rights 
within  that  marriage  and  in  some  cases 
are  treated  as  second  class  citizens. 
Such  ‘values’  are  totally  alien  to  most 
Britons  and  senior  Tories  fear  that 
Howard  has  made  a  major  gaffe  in 
trying  to  align  the  Tories  with  such 
practices. 

In  an  attempt  to  win  the  Islamic  vote, 
the  Conservative  Party  is  fielding 
ten  Muslim  candidates  including 
one  in  Labour-held  Dewsbury.  Here 
Tony  Blair  has  also  selected  a 
Muslim  candidate  as  the  two  main

parties  vie  for  who  will  succeed  Ann 
Taylor,  the  retiring  former  Leader 
of  the  Commons,  who  had  a  7,449 
majority  in  2001. 

Thankfully,  the  voters  of  Dewsbury 
will  still  be  able  to  vote  for  a 
non-Muslim  candidate  as  the  British 
National  Party  has  selected  local 
Heckmondwike  councillor,  David 
Exley,  to  offer  an  alternative  for  those 
concerned  at  the  growing  influence 
of  Islam  in  British  politics. 
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Browne  tells 
Scots  to  make 
immigrants 
more  welcome 

IMMIGRATION  minister,  Des 
Browne,  has  warned  Scots  that 
they  must  make  immigrants  feel 
more  welcome  if  they  want  them 
to  stay  north  of  the  border. 
Unveiling  a  new  plan  which  offers 
immigrants  special  incentives  to 
settle  in  Scotland,  the  Labour  MP 
said: 

“If  Scots  want  to  attract  people 
in  significant  numbers,  they  have 
to  understand  that  the  onus  is  on 
them  to  make  these  immigrants 
feel  welcome.” 

He  said  immigrants  would  receive 
higher  points  for  applying  to 
places  such  as  the  north-east  of 
Scotland  regardless  of  whether 
they  were  skilled  or  not. 


CUE  wants  seats  in 
parliament  reserved 
for  ethnic  minorities 

THE  Commission  for  Racial 
Equality  wants  the  Race 
Relations  Act  to  be  used  to  ensure 
that  there  are  more  ethnic  minority 
MPs  in  parliament. 

The  CRE  boss,  Trevor  Phillips,  said 
much  more  needed  to  be  done  to 
increase  the  diversity  of  the  House  of 
Commons  and  the  Lords. 

Speaking  on  the  BBC’s  London 
Politics  Show,  Mr  Phillips  said  seats 
in  parliament  should  be  reserved  for 
ethnic  minorities  so  that  these  groups 
weren’t  under-represented. 


Fear  of  being 
called  a  racist 

A  LABOUR  MP  who  said  voters 
were  worried  about  further 
immigration  but  were  afraid  to 
mention  it  for  fear  of  being  labelled 
‘racist’,  provoked  stinging  criticism 
from  other  Labour  MPs  and 
immigrant  groups. 

Roger  Godsiff,  the  MP  for  Sparkbrook 
&  Small  Heath  in  Birmingham  also 
questioned  the  wisdom  of  Britain 
“plundering”  the  developing  world 
for  workers  who  were  needed  for 
their  home  countries’  development. 
Labour  MPs  were  horrified  by  his 
remarks  and  Keith  Vaz,  the  former 
Europe  minister,  Barbara  Roche, 
a  former  immigration  minister  and 
Khalid  Mahmood,  MP  for 
Birmingham  Perry  Barr,  all  called  for 
Mr  Godsiff  to  resign. 


Minority  jobs  boost 

THE  Government  is  to  fund  new 
initiatives  for  the  Pakistani  and 
Bangladeshi  communities  living  in 
Britain  to  help  improve  their 
employment  prospects. 

More  tailored  support  for  jobseekers 
from  these  communities  is  to  be 
provided,  including  specialist 
employment  advisers  to  persuade 
companies  to  take  on  a  more  diverse 
workforce  and  a  pilot  scheme  during 
2005  offering  £20  weekly  payments 
to  help  non-working  partners  in  low 
income  families  meet  the  costs  of 
searching  for  a  job.

TB  back  In  Britain 

LAST  year  7,000  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis,  a  disease 
eradicated  from  Britain  in  the 
1960’s,  were  diagnosed  and  each 
year  the  number  is  rising. 

Dr  Grace  Smith,  director  of  the  Health 
Protection  Agency,  explained  why: 
“Tuberculosis  is  very  common  in 
India,  Africa  and  eastern  Europe,  so 
immigrants  from  these  countries  could 
unknowingly  bring  TB  into  Britain.” 

Tax  break  for  bigamists 

THE  Inland  Revenue  is  consid¬ 
ering  recognising  polygamy  for 
tax  purposes  (because  Muslims  can 
take  up  to  four  wives  under  sharia 
law)  despite  the  fact  that  a  person 
with  more  than  one  spouse  should 
be  charged  with  bigamy. 

Muslim  marriages  to  second,  third 
and  fourth  wives  are  not  valid  in  civil 
law,  but  the  Association  of  Muslim 
Lawyers  wants  all  wives  and  children 
to  be  exempt  from  inheritance  tax.

THE  BRIGHTEST  and  the  best 
of  Britain’s  young  people  are 
to  be  kept  out  of  one  of  our 
top  universities  to  make  room  for 
more  high-paying  foreign  students, 
mostly  Asians. 

Oxford,  England’s  oldest  university, 
has  announced  that  over  the  next 
five  years  it  plans  to  double  its 
numbers  of  foreign  undergraduate 
students  and  to  make  room  for  them, 
the  number  of  British  undergrad¬ 
uates  will  be  cut  by  1,600. 

There  are  two  reasons  for  slamming  the 
door  on  the  future  prospects  of  some 
of  our  most  promising  young  folk  and 
both  reasons  disgrace  successive  Tory 
and  Labour  governments. 

The  first  reason  is  simple  -  money. 
Oxford,  like  all  of  Britain’s  univer¬ 
sities,  has  been  hit  hard  by  decades 
of  government  under- funding.  Britain 
now  spends  only  0.7%  of  our  Gross 
Domestic  Product  on  higher  education 
and  that’s  just  half  of  the  funding  of 
other  advanced  economies. 

In  2003,  Oxford  University  spent 
£95  million  more  on  its  world¬ 
leading  teaching  and  research  than  it 
received,  and  despite  revenues  from 
the  Oxford  University  Press  and 
lands  with  which  it  has  been  endowed 
over  more  than  seven  centuries  of 
scholarship,  the  university  is  now 
losing  over  £20  million  a  year.

authorities  have  taken  due  note  of  the 
fact  that,  whilst  it  costs  on  average 
£1 8,600  a  year  to  educate  any  student, 
it  is  only  paid  £3,000  a  year  for 
educating  each  British  student.  But 
foreign  students  pay  the  full  amount 
so  the  cash-strapped  university  makes 
a  loss  of  £15,500  a  year  educating 
one  of  our  own  students,  whilst  it  can 
break-even  on  rich  foreigners. 

Excellence 

The  Government  should  be  paying 
one  of  the  best  universities  in  the 
world,  a  priceless  national  centre  of 
excellence  built  up  over  centuries, 
the  full  fee  for  educating  British 
students.  Many  of  whom  will  go  on 
to  repay  the  country  many  times  over 
in  intellectual,  scientific  and  other 
wealth-generating  activities  for  which 
Oxford  has  prepared  them. 

It  is  thus  short-sighted  and  immoral 
to  deny  our  brightest  and  best  the 
chance  to  fulfil  their  potential  and 
contribute  all  they  are  able  to  our 
nation  on  the  grounds  of  short-term 
Government  greed. 

But  the  problem  goes  deeper  than  this. 
The  other  reason  Oxford  wants  more 
foreign  undergraduates,  and  why  40% 
of  its  postgraduate  students  are  now 
foreigners,  is  that  British  schools  are 
no  longer  educating  enough  of  our 
children  to  the  required  standard.

The  brutal  truth  is  that  the  derelict  UK 
state  education  sector  in  particular, 
riddled  with  indiscipline,  political 
correctness  and  incompetent  left-wing 
teachers,  simply  no  longer  provides  a 
proper  education. 

In  China,  Singapore  and  South-East 
Asia  on  the  other  hand,  the  best 
and  brightest  are  brought  on  avidly 
in  disciplined,  structured  schools  by 
teachers  who  know  that  their  role 
is  to  realise  the  full  potential  of  the 
next  generation. 

Not  surprisingly,  Oxford,  which  wants 
the  brightest  students  it  can  get  to 
keep  up  its  reputation  as  one  of 
the  world’s  best  universities,  picks 
hardworking,  well-educated  Asians 
over  undisciplined  and  poorly-taught 
Britons.  The  result  is  that  our  world¬ 
beating  university  benefits  Asian 
countries  and  not  our  own.  More  and 
more  Oxford  graduates  will  go  home 
to  Asia  to  drive  them  on  ever  more 
to  overwhelm  and  sweep  aside  what 
they  understandably  see  as  the  weak, 
self-indulgent  and  doomed  West. 

Our  children  are  our  future.  Our  most 
able  children  are  the  vanguard  of  that 
future.  If  our  nation  is  to  advance, 
or  even  survive,  we  must  bring  out 
every  ounce  of  their  potential. 

This  Labour  Government  is  short¬ 
changing  our  children  in  rotten 
politically  correct  schools,  then 
slamming  the  door  of  the  best 
education  in  the  world  in  their 
faces  to  save  a  tiny  fraction  of 
what  the  Government  wastes  on 
“Community  Relations”.

TESCO  is  fast-tracking  in 
workers  from  Poland  to 
use  in  its  British  stores,  so  it  can 
keep  wages  down  and  price-out 
its  British  workforce. 

The  company  already  has  140 
Polish  drivers  for  its  fleet  of 
lorries,  while  others  from  the 
Eastern  European  country  are 
working  in  its  distribution  centres 
or  as  general  assistants  at  some 
of  the  firm’s  730  outlets. 
Bringing  in  labour  from  outside 
this  country  effectively  allows 
companies  to  put  a  cap  on  the  pay 
of  their  wider  workforce.  This 
is  because  the  firms  involved  do 
not  find  it  necessary  to  increase 
wages  to  attract  British  staff. 


New  Ell  rules  hit 
rural  bus  service 

BRITAIN’S  rural  bus  services 
will  have  the  final  nail 
hammered  into  their  coffin  if  the 
latest  European  Union  regulation 
gets  the  go-ahead. 

EU  transport  ministers  want  to  tighten 
up  the  rules  on  when  bus  drivers  can 
take  compulsory  rest  periods,  a  move 
that  would  hit  the  already  under  threat 
Saturday  service. 

Mainly  used  to  get  shoppers  to  their 
nearest  town  during  the  day  and  those 
wishing  to  go  out  for  an  evening 
without  drinking  and  driving,  the 
Saturday  service  is  a  leisure  lifeline  to 
many  small  towns  and  villages.  But 
local  bus  companies  say  it  would  be 
impossible  to  maintain  the  required 
level  of  buses  on  a  Saturday  and 
meet  the  new  EU  requirements  on 
rest  periods  for  drivers.

FLOOD  of  cheap  Chinese 
imports  to  Britain  is  now 
clogging  up  our  harbours, 
swamping  the  handling  capacity  of 
the  container  ports  whereever  they 
dock. 

Such  is  the  imbalance  between  the 
volume  of  Asian  imports  and  that  of 
goods  trickling  out  of  Britain  from 
what  is  left  of  our  manufacturing 
industries,  that  containers  of  imported 
goods,  instead  of  being  filled  up  with 
exports  and  shipped  out  again,  are 
piling  up  and  bringing  our  seaports  to 
a  standstill. 

Southampton  recently  found  itself 


stuck  with  25,000  empty  containers. 
Normally  no  more  than  12,000  are 
empty  at  any  one  time,  but  so  great 
is  the  imbalance  between  imports 
and  exports  that  the  port  was  full 
to  the  brim  with  empty  containers. 
Southampton  has  now  imposed  a 
limit  on  how  many  empty  containers 
each  importer  can  store  at  the  port. 

So  what  has  been  Labour’s  response 
to  this  torrent  of  cheap  sweatshop 
produce  drowning  our  industry?

cheap  Chinese  imports  a  year. 

Even  P&O  wants  to  build  a  giant 
container  port  at  ‘London  Gateway’ 
on  the  north  shore  of  the  Thames 
Estuary  to  import  3,500,000 
containers  of  foreign  goods  to 
undercut  British  industry. 

The  tonnage  of  imports  has  tripled 
over  the  last  30  years.  In  2003, 
the  last  year  for  which  figures  are 
available,  4,500,000  containers  of 
imported  goods  flooded  into  Britain. 
The  three  giant  new  ports  planned 
will  more  than  double  that  again! 

A  Government  that  allows  such  a 
doubling  of  the  capacity  of  the 
Chinese  and  other  Third  World 
sweatshop  economies  to  swamp  our 
markets  and  undercut  our  produce  is 
a  bunch  of  turkeys  eagerly  working 
to  bring  forward  Christmas!

OVER  150  jobs  in  Barnsley  have 
gone  to  Eastern  European 
after  SR  Gent  shut  its  factory  in 
Dodworth  Road. 

SR  Gent  was  once  a  major  manufac¬ 
turer  producing  clothing  for  top 
stores,  including  Marks  and  Spencer. 
It  used  to  be  one  of  South  Yorkshire’s 
major  employers  with  factories 
employing  thousands  of  machinists  in 
Barnsley,  Rotherham,  South  Kirkby 
and  Sheffield. 

The  Dodworth  factory  was  the 
company’s  last  remaining  manufac¬ 
turing  site  within  the  UK  and  its 
closure  has  devastated  the  loyal 
workforce. 

In  recent  years  SR  Gent  have  moved 
their  operation  to  the  Far  East  and 
Eastern  European,  where  it  can  exploit 
workers  and  get  its  clothing  made  for 
one-fifth  of  what  it  costs  in  Britain. 
Using  sweatshop  labour,  a  T-shirt  in 
the  Far  East  can  be  made  for  just 


17p  making  it  impossible  for  British 
textiles  workers  to  compete. 

In  Barnsley  150  skilled  machinists 
have  no  future  because,  thanks  to 
New  Labour  and  the  Tories,  there  are 
no  major  employers  left  looking  for 
their  skills. 

By  placing  duty  on  foreign  manufac¬ 
tured  imports  such  as  textiles,  the 
British  National  Party  would  provide 
a  level  playing  field  for  British 
clothing  manufacturers.

EU  &  Tories 
behind 
demise  of 
British  dairy 
farming 


HOW  IS  it  that  the  British 
dairy  industry,  once  the  most 
efficient  in  Europe  could  have  been 
brought  to  near-terminal  collapse, 
with  ten  thousand  farmers  forced 
out  of  business  since  New  Labour 
came  to  power  in  1997? 

How  is  it  that  supermarkets  can 
squeeze  down  the  going  price  for 
milk  to  below  the  farmers’  cost  of 
production,  but  then  charge  their 
customers  more  than  twice  what  they 
pay  for  it? 

The  reasons  for  both  can  be  traced 
back  to  1994  when  a  Conservative 
government  abolished  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board,  which  used  to 
ensure  that  milk  was  sold  on  to  the 
supermarkets  at  prices  which  gave 
farmers  a  fair  price  for  their  product. 
The  Milk  Marketing  Board  was 
scrapped  when  it  was  found  to  be 
in  breach  of  European  Union  law, 
because  it  protected  Britain’s  dairy 
farmers  against  competition  from 
their  EU  rivals. 


MILK  QUOTA:  Britain  isn’t  allowed  to 
produce  all  the  milk  she  consumes. 

Under  other  EU  rules,  namely  the  milk 
quota  system,  Britain  is  forbidden 
to  produce  as  much  milk  as  she 
consumes,  while  other  countries  such 
as  France,  Germany  and  Ireland  are 
allowed  to  produce  a  lot  more  than 
they  can  use. 

The  resulting  surplus  of  milk 
elsewhere  in  the  EU  has  enabled 
Britain’s  supermarkets  to  buy  in 
cheap,  imported  milk  from  abroad, 
which  means  they  can  present  British 
dairy  farmers  with  a  knock-down 
price,  take  it  or  leave  it,  knowing 
that  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  is  no 
longer  there  to  protect  them. 


Worldwide 
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Health  Supplements 
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UK  is  top  destination 
for  infected  medics

HE  GOVERNMENT  has  again 
refused  to  test  immigrant 
doctors  and  nurses  for  deadly 
diseases  such  as  HIV/AIDS,  TB  and 
Hepatitis  B,  even  when  they  come 
from  Third  World  countries  where 
these  diseases  are  rife. 

Forty  seven  other  countries,  however, 
including  the  USA,  Canada,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  do  insist  on  such 
tests  for  ‘at  risk’  immigrant  medical 
personnel. 

This  is  despite  the  fact  that  immigrants 
are  flooding  into  our  Health  Service. 
In  2003  more  than  40%  of  the  3 1 ,775 
nurses  joining  the  British  nursing 
register  came  from  abroad.  In  the 
same  year  nearly  three  quarters  of 
newly  registered  doctors  qualified 
outside  of  this  country. 

3,200  of  these  immigrant  doctors 
and  1,300  of  the  nurses  arrived  from 
South  Africa  where  one-in-five  of 
the  population  has  HIV/AIDS.  There 
is  also  a  high  incidence  of  TB  and 


Hepatitis  B,  yet  none  of  these  ‘at  risk’ 
South  Africans  were  tested  for  any 
of  these  diseases  before  they  were  let 
loose  on  British  patients. 

4,000  doctors  and  8,000  nurses  were 
recruited  over  the  same  period  from 
other  countries  with  the  same  high 
rate  of  TB  and  a  further  700  doctors 
and  6,000  nurses  came  from  countries 
with  a  high  incidence  of  Hepatitis  B. 
The  risk  to  patients  of  catching  these 
deadly  imported  diseases  is  very 
real.  A  recent  report  of  the  Health 
Protection  Agency  revealed  that  the 
rate  of  increase  of  hetero sexually 
acquired  HIV/AIDS  had  grown  by 
a  factor  of  five  in  the  past  decade 
to  reach  3,800  new  cases  last  year. 
It  is  an  increase,  according  to  this 
official  report,  largely  caused  by  the 
migration  of  people  from  areas  of  the 
world  where  there  is  a  high  prevalence 
of  HIV,  such  as  sub-Saharan  Africa. 
Last  year  Britain  had  more  than 
three  times  as  many  new  cases 
of  HIV/AIDS  as  either  France  or 


Germany,  which  have  far  fewer  Third 
World  medical  staff. 

Similarly,  the  Department  of  Health 
has  estimated  that  96%  of  the  7,700 
new  cases  of  the  deadly  liver  disease 
chronic  Hepatitis  B  now  being 
reported  in  Britain  are  brought  into 
this  country  by  infected  immigrants. 
Because  Britain  is  one  of  the 
few  advanced  countries  that 
doesn’t  test  immigrant  medical 
staff  for  these  deadly  infections, 
Third  World  medics  who  know 
themselves  they  are  infected  will 
choose  the  one  country  they  know 
will  let  them  in  -  ours! 

But  clearly  Blair  -  and  his  Tory 
and  Liberal  Democrat  so-called 
‘Opposition’,  who  have  stayed  silent 
on  this  scandal  -  think  political 
correctness  is  more  important  than 
protecting  British  people  from  being 
infected  with  highly  contagious  and 
deadly  diseases  by  the  very  people  the 
Government  has  brought  in  to  treat 
them  when  they  are  ill.

The  person  specification  for  this  job 
looked  encouraging  .  .  “a  relevant 
degree,  an  interest  in  decorative  art, 
good  ICT  skills,  excellent  interper¬ 
sonal  skills  and  an  ability  to  work 
as  part  of  a  team  .  .  .”  Until  you  get 
to  .  .  applicants  are  restricted  to 
those  of  African,  African-Caribbean, 
Asian  or  Chinese  descent.  ”

OVER  seventy  of  Yorkshire’s 
British  National  Party  General 
Election  candidates  and  agents 
attended  a  campaign  conference  at 
the  beginning  of  February.

HERE  was  a  panel  of  Britain’s 
‘liberal  elite’  for  the  BBC’s 
Question  Time  broadcast  from 
Croydon  in  South  London  on 
January  27th. 

Ken  Livingstone,  Kenneth  Clarke, 
Trevor  Kavanagh,  the  political  editor 
of  The  Sun  newspaper,  Baroness 
Walmsley  of  the  Liberal  Democrats 
and  Tony  Blair’s  biographer,  John 
Rentoul,  were  all  on  duty  to  field 
questions  from  the  audience.

David  Dimbleby,  to  have  her  say 
but  none  other  than  Croydon  BNP’s 
branch  activist,  Charlotte  Lewis. 
With  the  TV  cameras  trained  on  her, 
Charlotte  directed  her  comments  at 
the  panel  and  was  seen  and  heard 
by  the  millions  of  TV  viewers  when 


she  announced:  “Immigration  into 
Britain  should  be  strictly  limited 
and  before  any  more  people  come  to 
our  country,  all  those  failed  asylum 
seekers  and  illegal  immigrants  still 
here,  should  be  deported.” 

After  a  momentary  stunned  silence 
there  was  enthusiastic  applause  in 
support  of  her  suggestion. 
Naturally,  the  panel  didn’t  take  to 
Charlotte’s  comments  too  kindly 
with  Kenneth  Clarke  and  Baroness 
Walmsley  arguing  for  continued 
immigration.  Red  Ken  Livingstone 
was  rendered  speechless  by  such  a 
common  sense  pronouncement. 

But  there  was  support  from  a  West 
Indian  in  the  audience  who  said  that 
most  asylum-seekers  were  not  fleeing 
persecution  but  came  to  Britain  to 
sponge  off  our  benefits  system.

THE  FOOTBALL  Association  has 
apologised  and  withdrawn  their 
DVD  celebrating  the  best  post-war 
England  internationals  after  it  failed 
to  feature  any  black  footballers. 
Thousands  of  copies  of  “Pride  of  the 
Nation”  were  due  to  be  included  in  a 
welcome  pack  for  the  official  England 
fan  club  but  after  a  complaint  by  a 
race  relations  watchdog,  the  DVD 
was  scrapped  and  is  to  be  replaced  by 
one  including  several  black  players.

“We  regret  and  apologise  for  any 
offence  that  may  have  been  caused.” 
Included  in  the  DVD  were  England 
legends:  Bobby  Moore,  Gary  Lineker, 
Sir  Bobby  Charlton,  Paul  Gascoigne, 
Alan  Shearer,  Bryan  Robson,  David 
Beckham,  Terry  Butcher,  Martin 
Peters,  Chris  Waddle,  Stuart  Pearce 
and  Steven  Gerrard 
Race  campaigners  claimed  it  should 
have  included:  Rio  Ferdinand,  Sol 
Campbell,  Paul  Ince,  John  Barnes, 
Ashley  Cole  and  Viv  Anderson. 
Members  of  the  official  England  fan 
club  were  reticent  about  commenting 
on  the  withdrawal  of  the  DVD  when 
contacted  by  Freedom. 

“I  wouldn’t  want  to  say  anything  in 
case  I  lose  my  membership,”  one  said. 


“Players  should  be  judged  on  their 
ability  rather  than  their  colour,” 
ventured  another. 

But  one  football  pundit,  Cliff  Graham, 
who  has  followed  England  for  30 
years,  was  prepared  to  offer  an  opinion 
on  the  merits  of  the  players  included: 
“As  I  understand  it,  John  Barnes  was 
included  in  the  shortlist  for  the  DVD 
but  just  missed  out  because  in  the 
minds  of  many  he  lacked  consistency 
when  playing  at  the  highest  level.

don’t  think  he  should  be  included  at 
the  expense  of  Stuart  Pearce  and  the 
same  goes  for  Sol  Campbell  replacing 
Terry  Butcher.” 

•There  hasn’t  been  a  white  footballer 
in  sight  at  the  much  publicised  Young 
Gifted  and  Black  exhibition  touring 
the  country.  The  display  by  the 
publicly  funded  Kick  It  Out,  which 
promotes  football  amongst  black  and 
ethnic  minorities,  consists  of  eight 
panels  looking  at  the  history  of  black 
footballers  in  Britain.

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CUMBRIA’S  air  ambulance, 
the  ‘Pride  of  Cumbria’,  has 
been  grounded  because  it  has  run 
out  of  money. 

The  service,  which  has  flown  more 
than  200  missions  since  its  launch  six 
months  ago,  costs  £40,000  a  month 
to  run  but  now  funds  that  keep  it 
going  have  dried  up. 

The  Great  North  Air  Ambulance 
Service  provides  the  helicopter  for 
Cumbria  which  has  already  saved 
a  number  of  lives.  Money  for  this 


service  comes  from  donations  and 
fund-raising  and  this  income  has  been 
hit  badly  in  recent  weeks  because  of 
high  profile  charity  appeals  in  the 
media  for  events  overseas. 

“There’s  only  so  much  charity  money 
available  at  any  one  time  and  this 
tends  to  go  to  whatever  cause  gets 
the  highest  media  profile,”  a  charity 
fundraiser  told  Freedom. 

“The  air  ambulance  might  be  a  life 
saver,  but  it’s  not  getting  enough 
exposure  to  raise  the  funds  it  needs.”

ANYONE  reading  through  their  local  paper  and  seeing  the 
plans  unfolding  for  huge  house  building  programmes 
now  under  consideration  for  their  region  must  be  rather 
perplexed  as  to  why,  with  the  white  birthrate  plummeting, 
such  decimation  of  our  countryside  is  needed. 

The  answer  can  be  found  in  a  recent  article  in  the  Daily

JUST  AS  foreign  footballers  are 
being  brought  in  to  replace  our 
home  grown  players  from  the  top 
jobs  in  the  game,  the  same  foreign 
influx  is  taking  over  British  ballet. 
Launching  a  campaign  to  bring  back 
British  ballerinas  to  British  stages, 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Dance  (RAD) 
pointed  out  that  back  in  1985,  sixteen 
of  the  21  principal  ballerinas  at  the 
Royal  Ballet  were  British,  but  today 
just  TWO  are. 


The  English  National  Ballet  is  in 
a  similar  predicament  with  only  2

The  RAD  says  a  fall  in  numbers 
of  British  children  continuing  to 
study  ballet  once  they  pass  the 
age  of  10  is  to  blame  along  with 
the  growing  popularity  of  armchair 
screen- watching  pursuits  and  a  youth 
culture  that  disparages  the  sort  of  hard 


work,  practice  and  dedication  required 
to  succeed  at  ballet  as  “uncool”. 
Compare  this  with  the  National 
Ballet  of  China  which  specialises 
in  performing  traditional  Chinese 
dances  as  well  as  Western  ballet,  is 
1 00%  Chinese  and  has  no  shortage 
of  dedicated  young  Chinese  recruits, 
the  envy  of  their  peers. 

In  recent  years  there’s  been  a 
gradual  eclipsing  of  our  cultural 
manifestations  like  ballet  by  the 
primitivistic  and  alien  “pop”  culture 
churned  out  by  global  entertainment 
corporations  in  the  interests  of  their 
own  corporate  greed.

ENNIE  Mackenzie  had  lived 
happily  in  rural  Cornwall  for 
many  peaceful  years  until  the 
travellers  arrived. 

Last  summer  they  turned  up  in 
Carharrack,  establishing  themselves 
on  an  area  set  aside  by  Cornwall 
Council  for  the  use  of  gypsies  passing 
through.  But  these  travellers  had  no 
intention  of  moving  on  and  soon  the 
quiet  life  of  the  village  was  blighted 
by  behaviour  of  the  worst  kind. 

The  shower  and  laundry  facilities 
provided  on  site  were  wrecked  and 
the  travellers  converted  the  building 
to  house  their  pigs  and  goats. 

In  November,  Jennie  was  leading  her 
horse,  Roxanne,  along  a  quiet  country 
lane  when  a  stallion  belonging  to 
the  travellers  escaped  from  its  field 
and  attacked  Roxanne.  Jennie  was 
caught  in  the  middle  and  in  an  effort 
to  protect  her  horse  suffered  broken 
ribs,  a  damaged  spleen,  a  cracked 
anklebone  and  massive  bruising 
leaving  her  off  work  for  two  months.

Jennie  had  all  the  necessary  insurance 
for  her  horse,  but  the  stallion’ s  owners 
didn’t  have  any,  which  meant  she 
could  not  claim  any  compensation  for 
her  injuries  or  the  time  off  work. 

She  reported  the  incident  to  the  police, 
but  they  didn’t  want  to  know.  She 
then  contacted  the  Council’s  Gypsy 
Liaison  Officer  but  he  didn’t  return 
her  calls  after  initially  taking  details 
of  the  incident. 

Jennie  even  tried  to  raise  the  issue 


with  the  local  newspapers,  radio  and 
television  but  when  they  realised  it 
involved  travellers  they  dropped  the 
story  like  a  hot  potato. 

“In  a  law-abiding  society  we  take 
responsibility  for  our  actions  but 
the  travellers  appear  to  be  able  to 
do  as  they  please  regardless  of  the 
consequences,”  Jennie  told  Freedom. 
“I  think  someone  somewhere  must 
make  a  stand,  or  these  people  will 
think  that  they  can  ride  roughshod 
over  everybody  wherever  they  set  up 
camp.”

HERE’S  a  huge  slag  heap 
overlooking  the  ground  of 
Frickley  Athletic  football  club.  The 
current  club  is  the  former  colliery 
side  which  was  named  after  the 
Frickley  Pit  where  the  majority 
of  men  from  the  small  mining 
community  of  South  Elmsall,  near 
Pontefract,  worked. 

I  was  there  just  before  Christmas 
as  my  team,  Workington,  were  the 
visitors  for  a  Northern  Premier  League 
fixture. 

Over  a  cup  of  soup  at  half  time,  I  spoke 
with  some  of  the  home  supporters,  all 
former  miners,  about  the  strike,  the 
subsequent  closure  of  Frickley  pit  and 
how  life  was  treating  them  today. 

The  mining  community  of  South 
Elmsall  fought  for  eight  years  to  keep 
the  Frickley  pit  open  after  the  return 
to  work  in  1985.  For  all  its  hardship, 
the  strike  had  forged  the  community 
together  and  everyone  believed  there 
could  be  a  future  for  their  industry  in 
this  part  of  south  Yorkshire. 

But  they  lost  their  battle  in  1993,  and 
now  there’s  no  trace  left  of  the  pit 
or  its  winding  gear,  just  a  row  of 
derelict,  vandalised  houses  along  the 
old  pit  lane. 

There  was  hardly  any  crime  when 


the  pit  was  open  but  now  vandalism, 
drug-taking  and  car  crime  blight 
what’s  left  of  the  community. 

There  has  been  some  new  housing  in 
South  Elmsall  and  a  resource  centre 
for  the  former  miners  and  others  who 
lost  jobs  which  depended  on  the  pit, 
but  all  those  I  spoke  to  said  that 
their  community  had  been  destroyed 
and  the  miners  had  been  betrayed  by 
Labour. 

“You  can’t  have  social  justice  when 
public  services  are  being  run  by 
private  companies  who  have  to  make 
a  profit  for  their  shareholders,”  one 
told  me. 

“Labour  promised  to  reinstate  miners 
who  were  sacked  during  the  strike  so 
that  they  would  get  a  pension,  but 
they  haven’t  done  it,”  said  another. 
“Tony  Blair  funds  all  these  asylum 
seekers  coming  to  Britain  for  what 
they  can  get  in  hand-outs,  but  has 
done  nothing  for  the  people  who  have 
given  a  lifetime  of  hard  work  to  this 
country  and  helped  him  get  elected,” 
was  something  they  all  agreed  on. 

As  the  second  half  got  under  way, 
I  returned  to  my  side  of  the  ground 
reflecting  on  one  small  part  in  the 
decline  of  a  great  British  industry  that 
has  seen  200,000  jobs  lost  and  160 
pits  closed  in  less  than  20  years.

Miners  ’  Strike  report 

EBRUARY’S  issue  of  Freedom 
and  the  report  on  the  Miners’

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Nick  Griffin’s  interview  with  ‘The  Independent’ 


Labour  &  die  Tories  have  brought 
the  BNP  into  mainstream  politics 


ON  MONDAY  21st  February, 
The  Independent  newspaper 
carried  an  extensive  interview  with 
Nick  Griffin,  the  chairman  of  the 
British  National  Party.  It  will 
hopefully  be  the  first  of  many  as 
the  media  gradually  begin  to  realise 
the  extent  of  the  support  for  the 
BNP  within  the  country. 

In  the  interview  with  journalist  Oliver 
Duff,  Nick  Griffin  revealed  that  the  BNP 
only  expected  limited  electoral  success 
this  year  but  were  hopeful  of  ‘rich 
pickings’  at  the  2006  council  elections. 
He  was  delighted  that  immigration  had 
become  an  election  issue  and  that  this 
had  happened  solely  because  the  BNP 
was  making  significant  progress. 

“The  Tories  and  the  Labour  party  are 
playing  the  same  game,  raising  people’ s 
willingness  to  talk  about  it.  They’ve 
broken  the  taboo  on  not  having  an 
immigration  debate  at  election  time  and 
brought  the  British  National  Party  into 
mainstream  politics. 

“By  getting  people  to  vote  on  this  issue, 
by  making  this  issue  one  of  the  talking 
points,  they  are  building  up  hopes  and 
the  chance  of  a  bigger  breakthrough 
for  us  in  the  local  elections  in  2006. 
We’re  happy  with  that.” 

On  his  standing  in  Keighley  at  the 
General  Election,  Mr  Griffin  believed 
the  BNP’s  presence  in  Keighley  was  a 
“safety  valve”  to  give  frustrated  white 
people  a  voice.  Nationwide,  he  said, 
the  BNP  would  stand  in  at  least  105 
constituencies,  expected  to  finish  third 
in  several  seats  and  “would  be  delighted 
with  one  or  two  seconds,  because  you 
are  one  MP’s  heartbeat  away  from  a 
by-election,  which  we  can  win”. 
During  the  interview  at  his  home, 
Nick  also  said  Enoch  Powell  “saw 
what  was  coming”  when  he  made 
his  infamous  1968  “Rivers  of  Blood” 
speech,  for  which  Conservative  leader 
Edward  Heath  sacked  him  from  the 
shadow  cabinet.  “What  Powell  talks 
about  in  his  ‘Rivers  of  Blood’  speech 
-  that  wasn’t  an  airy-fairy  thing. 


The  man  had  foresight  because  now 
there’s  a  huge  race  bomb  in  this 
country,  just  ticking.” 

Asked  how  many  non-whites  should 
live  in  Britain,  he  said:  “Several  per 
cent  would  at  least  be  entirely  stable. 
We’d  rather  we  were  back  in  the 
position  of  1948,  where  there  were 
about  10,000  non- whites  in  the  whole 
of  the  country.  It  would  be  far  better.” 
Nick  told  The  Independent : 

“The  BNP  manifesto  promises  an  end 


to  immigration,  the  deportation  of  all 
illegal  immigrants,  foreign  criminals, 
asylum-seekers  and  those  who  don’t 
adhere  to  the  standards  and  traditions 
of  the  indigenous  population.” 

He  said  that  as  the  British  National 
Party  gradually  gained  representation 
on  local  authorities  it  would  introduce 
a  policy  of  pro-white  discrimination 
to  help  “level  the  playing  field”  after 
decades  of  positive  discrimination  in 
favour  of  the  ethnic  minorities.

Despite  a  fall  of  snow  during  the 
afternoon,  more  than  50  people,  all 
local,  were  in  attendance  to  hear 
Harrogate  organiser,  Tom  Linden, 
outline  the  group’s  aims  for  the  up 
and  coming  year.  Tom  explained: 
“Harrogate  is  still  a  beautiful  place, 
and  we  intend  to  keep  it  that  way 


by  being  a  main  player  on  the  local 
political  scene  in  the  future. 

“We  are  well  aware  that  many  of  the 
problems  facing  people  in  the  inner 
cities  and  larger  towns  have  not  yet 
reached  affluent  areas  like  Harrogate. 
But  there  are  signs  that  they  could 
soon  be  on  their  way. 

“It  is  important  to  sink  roots  in  the 
community  if  we  are  to  preserve  this 
area,  and  we  certainly  intend  to  do 
this  over  the  next  few  months.” 

Other  speakers  included  a  Y oung  BNP 
member,  James  Readman,  the  party’s 


Heckmondwike  councillor,  David 
Exley,  and  the  British  National  Party’s 
prospective  parliamentary  candidate 
for  Harrogate,  Cohn  Banner.  A  local 
businessman,  Colin  explained  his 
reasons  behind  his  decision  to  stand 
and  urged  people  to  rally  round  and 
support  his  campaign. 

After  hearing  the  speeches,  five  of  the 
audience  decided  to  join  the  party  and 
paid  their  membership  there  and  then.
